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In  North  Carolina,  a  bountiful  agriculture  is  an 
important  part  of  our  heritage.  While  the  proportion 
of  our  population  comprising  farmers  has  steadily  de- 
clined, the  necessity  for  a  prosperous  and  expanding 
agriculture  has  seldom  been  exceeded.  If  the  industry  of 
agriculture  is  to  continue  providing  consumers  with  the 
traditional  abundance  of  foods  and  fibers,  it  must  con- 
tinue to  develop  and  progress  upon  a  viable  foundation. 

As  science  and  technology  advance,  the  need  for 
timely  and  accurate  statistical  data  becomes  greater. 
This  relationship  is  particularly  true  for  agriculture. 
Obviously  a  farmer's  judgment  is  no  better  than  the 
facts  upon  which  his  judgment  is  based. 

The  North  Carolina  Crop  Reporting  Service  is  a 
service  oriented  agency  designed  to  fulfill  the  need  for 
serviceable  agricultural  data  in  this  State.  For  over  a 
half  century  this  cooperative  State-Federal  office  has 
provided  basic  information  on  virtually  every  facet  of 
agriculture  —  crops,  livestock  and  livestock  products, 
farm  labor,  and  average  prices  received  and  paid  by 
farmers.  In  its  annals  the  tremendous  growth,  diversity 
and  vitality  of  the  industry  of  agriculture  in  North 
Carolina  is  vividly  documented. 


Indeed  the  farmer,  the  consumer,  and  the  industry  supporting  agriculture  have  shared  the  proceeds  from 
the  extraordinary  efficiencies  manifested  in  agricultural  production  in  recent  years.  But  without  timely  and 
accurate  information,  and  the  effective  and  skilled  use  of  this  information,  the  efficient  productivity  may 
become  a  pitfall,  especially,  for  the  farmer.  The  farmer's  economic  well-being  is  very  responsive  to  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand.  Thus,  he  must  constantly  plan  ahead  in  an  effort  to  maintain  a  reasonable  balance  be- 
tween the  quantity  and  quality  of  his  products  and  the  needs  in  the  marketplace. 

"Agricultural  Statistics"  summarizes  in  one  volume  much  of  the  information  published  in  some  450 
separate  reports  during  the  year  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Service.  The  data  presented  reflect  in  large  measure 
the  total  output  of  agriculture  in  North  Carolina  and  depict  the  areas  of  productivity  for  most  major  items. 

We  are  pleased  that  we  have  been  able  to  assemble  and  publish  the  information  contained  in  the  1970 
issue  of  the  Agricultural  Statistics.  It  is  made  available  to  you  with  a  special  plea  that  agriculture  not  be 
overlooked  and  taken  for  granted,  because  this  vital  industry  is  important  to  North  Carolina  and  all  of  its 
people.

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Introduction 


NORTH  CAROLINA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  brings  to- 
gether the  more  important  series  of  current  and  historic 
statistics  concerning  agriculture  in  the  State.  Where 
possible,  types  of  information  most  often  requested  by 
farmers,  by  the  general  public  and  workers  in  other 
Government  agencies  are  included,  semi-monthly  releases 
entitled  « 'Farm  Report'  1  and  various  other  periodic 
releases  are  published  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  re- 
quiring information  on  a  weekly,  monthly  or  seasonal 
basis. 

Crop  and  livestock  reporting  is  a  service  rendered 
to  farmers  and  others  in  the  State  by  the  Statistical 
Reporting  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  cooperation  with  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Agriculture.  The  collection  and  dissemination  of  agri- 
cultural statistics  is  the  oldest  activity  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  having  had  its  start  in 
1863  during  the  Civil  War.  Recognizing  the  many  advan- 
tages of  a  joint  relationship  between  the  State  and 
Federal  Governments  in  the  development  of  agricultural 
statistics,  North  Carolina,  in  1919,  entered  into  a 
cooperative  agreement  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  provide  detailed  agricultural  statistics.  The 
agreement  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  Statistics 
Division  of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture.

NORTH  CAROLINA  CROP  REPORTING  DISTRICTS 

North  Carolina  is  divided  into  eight  Crop  Reporting  Districts  as  outlined  on  the  map  below.  County  estimates  for 
both  crops  and  livestock  are  compiled  by  Crop  Reporting  Districts,  and  the  counties  within  each  district  are  listed  in 
alphabetical  order.

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CROPS- -STATI STI CI AL  REVIEW  OF  1970  SEASON 


Many  North  Carolina  farmers  had  an  abundant  year  in  1970.  Total 
cash  receipts  reached  a  new  high,  mainly  the  result  of  a  heavy  outturn 
from  several  major  crops  and  increased  prices  for  grains. 

On  the  other  hand,  probably  the  most  devastating  event  of  the 
season  was  the  invasion  of  southern  corn  Leaf  Blight.  The  ''Blight'', 
in  addition  to  earlier  dry  weather,  reduced  corn  production  consider- 
ably. Ironically,  some  farmers  had  their  corn  crops  wiped  out  while 
others  produced  record  yields  per  acre  with  resistant  corn. 

Another  1970  event,  which  will  be  reflected  in  future  agricultural 
statistics,  is  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1970.  Also,  public  concern  over 
potential  pesticide  pollution  of  the  environment  may  alter  future  crop 
stat  ist  ics . 


crop  cash  receipts  up  13  percent 

Cash  receipts  from  the  sales  of  crops  produced  in  N.  C-  totaled  a 
record  $916  million  (preliminary  estimate),  up  from  $812  million  for 
1969  crops.  Over  the  past  10  years  the  cash  receipt  value  has  had 
sporadic  growth  from  $792  million  in  1961,  with  slight  relapses  in  1965 
and  1968. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketing  of  crops  in  1970  returned  the  State 
to  a  number  five  national  ranking,  compared  with  sixth  place  in  1969. 
Significant  cash  receipt  increases  were  realized  from  tobacco,  cotton 
and  peanuts.  Lesser  gains  were  noted  for  soybeans,  wheat,  sweet 
potatoes  and  Irish  potatoes,  cash  receipts  from  1970  vegetable  crops 
increased  $3.3  million  to  $45. 6  million.  Corn  cash  receipts  were  down 
S2.8  million  due  to  a  much  smaller  crop,  resulting  from  the  drought 
during  late  May  and  early  June  and  the  Southern  corn  Leaf  Blight  that 
followed.  Fruit  and  nut  growers  realized  $19.2  million  in  cash  re- 
ceipts, down  $2.3  million  from  1969 ■ 


1970  harvested  acreage  up 


Major  crops,  harvested  by  N.  C.  farmers  in  1970  totaled  about 
4,069,000  acres.  This  was  one  percent  over  the  4,012,000  acres  of 
1969,  but  well  below  the  4,382,000  and  4,228,000  acres  of  1967  and 
and  1968,  respectively.  The  increase  of  1970' s  harvested  acreage  was 
mainly  the  result  of  a  substantial  73,000  acre  corn  increase  more  than 
offsetting  minor  decreases  of  other  crops. 


record  crop  value  for  flue-cured  leaf 


In  1970,  Tar  Heel  farmers  produced  797  million  pounds  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco  valued  at  a  record  $571  million.  This  erased  the  1964 
high  of  $550  million  and  surpassed  1969' s  $502  million  by  14  percent. 
Average  price  per  pound  was  approximately  72  cents  per  pound  for  1969 
and  1970,  the  highest  of  record.  Sufficient  rainfall  in  an  otherwise 
dry  year  promoted  an  average  yield  of  2,076  pounds  per  acre  for  all 
flue-cured  tobacco.  This  was  13  percent  above  the  1,838  pounds  per 
acre  of  1969  and  second  only  to  the  2, 282  pounds  of  1964. 

Production,  acreage  and  yield  in  the  State's  three  flue-cured 
belts  in  1970  were  as  follows:  Type  11  --  grown  in  Middle  and  Old 
Belts  --  totaled  273  million  pounds  from  147,000  acres  harvested  for  an 
average  yield  of  1,860  pounds;  Type  12  -'-  the  Eastern  Belt  --  418 
million  pounds  from  187,000  acres  with  an  average  yield  of  2,235 
pounds;  Type  13  --  Border  Belt  --  106  million  pounds  from  49,800  acres 
for  an  average  yield  of  2,120  pounds. 

The  1970  burley  crop  was  valued  at  $13.  5  million  compared  with 
$13.9  the  previous  season.  The  leaf  averaged  72.9  cents  per  pound  in 
1970  --  4.3  cents  above  1969  but  about  0.5  cent  short  of  the  1968  high. 
Production  of  18.6  million  pounds  in  1970  was  down  from  20.3  million 
pounds  in  1969.  Average  yields  dropped  slightly  --  from  a  record-high 
2,570  pounds  in  1969  to  2,545  in  1970. 


corn  crop  down  23  percent 


Southern  corn  Leaf  Blight  of  late  summer  and  prior  drought  condi- 
tions of  late  May  and  early  June  reduced  the  1970  corn  production  23 
percent  below  1969.  Production  for  grain  is  estimated  at  67.3  million 
bushels  compared  to  87.  1  million  bushels  for  1969-  Growers  realized  a 
yield  of  only  50  bushels  per  acre  --  18  bushels  below  1969  and  26 
bushels  below  the  1967  record.  Acreage  harvested  for  grain  at  1,345,000 
was  five  percent  above  the  1,281,000  acres  harvested  in  1969.  The 
average  price  per  bushel  for  the  short  crop  jumped  to  $1.53,  highest 
since  $1.64  in  1954;  however,  this  was  well  below  the  $2.03  per  bushel 
record  of  1919. 


soybean  production  down  --  price  up 

Soybean  yield  and  harvested  acreage  were  lower  in  1970,  and  the 
average  price  per  bushel  shot  to  $2.90  from  $2.37  in  1969.  The  record 
high  was  $3.00  per  bushel  in  1947.  The  average  yield  was  reduced  some- 
what by  dry  weather  during  pollination  and  pod  development  and  wet 
weather  at  picking  time.  The  average  yield  per  acre  for  1970  is  esti- 
mated at  24  bushels  down  nine  percent  from  the  record  26.5  bushels  of 
1969.  Acreage  harvested  is  calculated  at  876,000  acres,  one  percent 
below  1969. 

Bean  production  of  21.0  million  bushels  was  down  from  the  23.5 
million  bushels  of  1969  and  well  below  the  record  crop  of  27.4  million 
bushels  in  1967.  Partially  offsetting  lower  production  was  the  53-cent 
per  bushel  price  increase,  making  the  1970  crop  worth  $61.0  million, 
up  $5.4  million  from  1969. 


record  peanut  crop  for  1970 

Tar  Heel  peanut  farmers  had  an  ideal  year  and  produced  a  record- 
high  446  million  pounds,  surpassing  the  1966  crop--the  previous  high-- 
by  45.1  million  pounds.  The  1969  crop  totaled  343.2  million  pounds. 
Yield  per  acre  in  1970  of  2,670  pounds  erased  the  2,400-pound  per  acre 
record  of  1966-  Yields  averaged  less  than  2,100  pounds  per  acre  in 
1967,  1968  and  1969.  Growers  received  an  average  of  13.4  cents  per 
pound,  thus  giving  the  bumper  crop  a  record  $59.7  million  value  com- 
pared to  $45.0  million  in  1969-  Harvested  acreage  was  essentially 
unchanged  at  167,000  acres. 


cotton  crop  up  60  percent 

Cotton  production  is  estimated  at  about  160,000  bales,  the  highest 
since  1965.  Favorable  weather  through  much  of  the  growing  season  and 
at  picking  time  contributed  to  a  near-record  465  pounds  of  lint  per 
harvested  acre.  The  yield  was  178  pounds  above  1969  but  five  pounds 
short  of  the  1964  high,  cotton  producers  harvested  the  160,000  bales 
from  165,000  acres  in  1970  compared  to  100,000  bales  from  166,000  acres 
in  1969.  Farmers  received  an  average  of  22.5  cents  per  pound  (exclud- 
ing price  support  payments)  for  a  crop  value  of  $18  million,  up  con- 
siderably from  the  $10.8  million  of  1969- 


record  wheat  and  oats  yields 

Wheat  production  in  1970  is  calculated  at  7.9  million  bushels, 
down  five  percent  from  the  1969  crop  of  8.3  million  bushels.  But 
farmers  harvested  a  record  average  of  43  bushels  per  acre  which  is  one 
bushel  above  the  high  yield  of  1969.  Season's  average  price  of  $1.35 
per  bushel  (12  cents  above  1969)  makes  the  1970  wheat  production  worth 
$10.7  million,  up  $0.5  million  from  1969.  The  acreage  for  grain  is 
estimated  at  184,000  acres  compared  to  198,000  acres  harvested  in  1969. 

Production  of  oats  totaled  6.4  million  bushels  and  is  five  percent 
above  the  1969  production  of  6.1  million  bushels.  Yield  per  acre 
averaged  a  record  high  of  52  bushels,  erasing  the  1969  high  of  51 
bushels  per  acre.  The  acreage  harvested  for  grain  totaled  124,000 
acres  and  is  up  4,000  acres  from  the  1969  estimate.  Average  price  per 
bushel  of  72  cents  for  1970  is  two  cents  above  the  previous  year. 


commercial  vegetable  acreage  up  --  value  down 


Commercial  vegetable  acreage  for  fresh  market  and  processing  is 
estimated  at  about  76,100  acres  in  1970,  up  2,200  acres  from  1969. 
Total  fresh  market  harvest  was  45,500  acres  compared  with  44,000  acres 
in  1969-  Total  vegetable  processing  acres  harvested  is  estimated  at 
30,600  acres  for  1970  and  29,900  acres  for  1969. 

The  value  of  commercial  vegetables  harvested  for  fresh  market  and 
processing  in  N.  C-  in  1970  totaled  $24.3  million  compared  with  $25.6 
million  in  1969.  commercial  fresh  market  vegetables  were  valued  at 
$17.2  million  in  1970  and  $18.1  million  in  1969.  Processing  vegetable 
value  amounted  to  $7.1  million  in  1970  compared  with  $7.5  million  for 
1969. 


commercial  apple  production  sets  new  high 

The  1970  N.  C.  commercial  apple  crop  sold  and  utilized  is  esti- 
mated at  223  million  pounds  and  is  nine  percent  above  the  1969  produc- 
tion of  value  of  204  million  pounds.  Economic  loss  of  the  1970  crop  is 
calculated  at  3  million  pounds  compared  with  19  million  pounds  in  1969. 
Total  production  in  1970  was  226  million  pounds,  3  million  pounds  above 
1969.     The  1970  value  of  production  is  estimated  at  $8.6  million.

GENERAL:  Dry  weatner  returned  to  North  Carolina  in  1970,  after  only  a 
one  year  respite.  1969,  the  wettest  of  the  past  six  years,  was  the 
only  one  of  the  six  up  to  normal  in  rainfall.  1970,  averaged  over  all 
of  the  State,  was  the  second  driest  of  the  six  years.  Every  one  of  the 
growing  season  months  found  rainfall  below  normal  in  one  or  more  of  the 
crop-reporting  districts.  Dry  weather  also  interfered  with  fall  seed- 
ing of  winter  cover,  and  a  rainfall  shortage  continued  in  some  areas 
through  the  end  of  the  year.  Unlike  some  of  the  earlier  dry  years, 
1970' s  rainfall  shortage  was  spread  through  the  entire  year;  there  was 
no  month  that  was  extremely  dry  in  any  large,  general  area.  For  this 
reason  crop  conditions,  often  discouraging,  were  never  destructive; 
indeed,  yields  of  a  number  of  crops  turned  out  to  be  unusually  high. 

Temperature  averages  over  1970  took  an  upward  swing.  The  past 
several  years  have  been  significantly  colder  than  averages  over  a  long 
period  of  years,  and  1969  was  one  among  the  coldest.  Except  for  an 
extremely  cold  January,  1970  fell  into  a  more  normal  pattern  of  temper- 
ature, and  the  year  turned  out  to  be  the  warmest  of  the  past  five. 
Both  June  and  July  had  some  hundred-degree  weather,  and  both  August 
and  September  had  temperatures  in  the  upper  nineties.  Nevertheless, 
the  average  temperature  for  1970  was  still  below  normals  based  on  a 
thirty-year  average. 

High  yields  for  small  grains  show  that  1970  weather  was  good  for 
crop  development  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  while  good  yields 
of  cotton  follow  expectations  for  that  dry-weather  crop.  Mid-season 
crops  such  as  tobacco,  peanuts  and  sweet  potatoes  also  fared  well.  On 
the  other  hand,  late-summer  crops  such  as  soybeans  did  not  produce  as 
well  as  in  other  recent  years,  and  harvesting  was  hampered  by  damp 
weather  in  late  October  and  early  November.  The  possible  effect  of 
weather  on  corn  blight  conditions  which  developed  in  1970  has  not  been 
completely  determined. 


JANUARY:  The  year  began  with  one  of  the  coldest  months  of  record.  Lows 
were  around  zero  over  much  of  North  Carolina  the  9th  and  22nd,  and 
temperatures  remained  below  freezing  continuously  through  three  or  four 
days  around  each  of  the  two  coldest  dates.  There  were  many  breakdowns 
in  power,  water  and  heating  systems,  some  livestock  was  lost,  and  there 
was  damage  to  winter  grains  and  pastures.  January  precipitation  was 
much  below  normal  in  the  west,  slightly  below  normal  in  the  east.  Snow 
fell  in  the  Mountains  and  northern  Piedmont  with  each  of  the  severe 
cold  spells.  There  was  very  little  farm  work  possible  during  January 
due  to  the  cold  weather,  but  temperatures  began  to  moderate  during  the 
final  week. 


FEBRUARY:  Moderate  winter  weather  prevailed,  with  no  particularly 
severe  periods  and  temperatures  averaging  only  a  little  below  normal. 
Rain  came  at  regular  intervals  about  a  week  apart,  frequently  enough  to 
interfere  considerably  with  outdoor  work.  Total  amounts  were  below 
normal  in  the  Mountains,  and  near  normal  elsewhere.  A  variety  of  pre- 
cipitation on  the  9th  and  10th  included  rain,  sleet  and  snow,  and  in 
the  Raleigh  area  some  hail  up  to  an  inch  in  diameter.  Snow  fell  all 
the  way  to  the  coast  on  the  26th,  and  in  the  Mountains  on  several 
occasions,  but  there  were  no  large  accumulations  except  at  high  ele- 
vations in  the  north  portion. 


MARCH:  Rain  fell  frequently,  but  daily  amounts  were  not  generally  large 
except  in  the  Coastal  Plain  the  22nd  and  31st.  Total  amounts  were 
again  below  normal  in  the  Mountains,  and  near  or  above  normal  in  the 
east.  Temperatures  averaged  near  or  only  slightly  below  normal,  with 
no  severe  periods;  the  coldest  in  most  areas  was  near  20  degrees,  on 
the  16th  or  17th.  The  moderately  cool  weather  kept  peach  buds  dormant 
until  after  mid-month.  March  was  unusually  free  of  high  winds,  with 
no  storm  damage  reported.  Early  crop  development  and  farm  work  moved 
ahead  fairly  well. 


APRIL:  Windy  weather  which  was  lacking  in  March  arrived  early  in 
April;  there  were  widespread  thunderstorms  with  wind  damage  the  2nd. 
Weather  was  also  windy  on  the  9th,  15th  and  24th.  Rain  fell  every  few 
days;  totals  were  below  normal  in  the  Piedmont  and  northern  Mountains 
and  generally  near  normal  elsewhere  except  for  the  northern  Coastal 
Plain,  where  heavy  rains  the  14th  and  27th  brought  totals  well  above 
normal.  April  was  the  first  month  in  six  to  be  warmer  than  normal. 
The  mild  weather  favored  growth  and  development  of  peaches,  and  there 
was  good  progress  in  planting  crops;

JUNE:  June  was  rather  cool  except  for  a  warm  spell  around  the  20th, 
during  which  temperatures  exceeded  100  degrees  in  a  few  places.  Average 
temperatures  for  the  month  were  a  little  below  normal.  Rain  in  June 
was  mostly  with  scattered  thundershowers,  adding  up  to  another  dry 
month  in  all  but  a  few  places.  There  were  many  cases  of  local  occur- 
rence of  hail,  causing  damage  on  several  different  days,  most  wide- 
spread on  the  2lst  and  22nd.  Soil  moisture  dropped  to  the  critical 
level  in  some  areas  during  June,  and  there  was  damage  to  most  spring 
crops  in  some  areas,  especially  to  early-maturing  corn  in  the  east. 


JULY:  The  first  few  days  of  July  were  both  hot  and  humid,  and  there 
was  some  loss  of  poultry  from  the  heat  in  the  southern  Piedmont. 
Temperatures  reached  100  degrees  at  some  stations.  During  the  rest  of 
the  month  temperatures  were  mild  to  warm,  and  averages  over  the  month 
were  again  just  a  little  below  normal.  Rainfall  was  deficient  in  the 
Mountains  during  the  first  twenty  days,  but  the  remainder  of  the  month 
was  well-watered  in  most  areas.  Much  of  the  rain  came  with  thunder- 
showers,  and  there  was  considerable  hail  damage  to  small  local  acreages, 
especially  to  tobacco,  and  some  scattered  wind  damage  as  well. 


AUGUST:  Very  heavy  rains  totaling  up  to  fifteen  inches  fell  around  the 
9th,  10th  and  llth  over  portions  of  the  eastern  slopes  of  the  Moun- 
tains and  some  adjoining  Piedmont  areas.     Major  flooding  followed, 

.approaching  that  of  July  1916  and  August  1940.  During  the  rest  of  the 
month  and  in  other  areas,  rainfall  was  showery.  Total  amounts  for  the 
month  ranged  from  ten  inches  above  normal  to  five  inches  below  normal. 
Temperatures  averaged  near  normal,  and  there  were  no  unusual  extremes, 
but  some  areas  exceeded  90  degrees  on  as  many  as  twenty  days.  Most 
crops  did  very  well,  on  the  average,  but  damage  to  corn  from  blight 
began  to  be  in  evidence.    There  was  scattered  crop  and  property  damage 

.from  wind  and  hail,  notably  on  the  18th. 


SEPTEMBER:  Summer  weather  persisted  until  the  last  few  days  of  Septem- 
ber, so  that  the  month  averaged  warmer  than  any  September  since  the 
long,  hot  summer  of  1954.  It  was  also  a  very  dry  month,  averaging 
only  a  little  over  half  the  normal  precipitation.  Except  in  the  Moun- 
tains there  was  scarcely  any  rain  between  the  12th  and  27th.  Thus, 
weather  of  the  month  was  excellent  for  outdoor  work.  Those  crops  still 
in  growing  stages  suffered  for  lack  of  sufficient  soil  moisture,  but 
harvesting  operations  moved  ahead  more  rapidly  than  is  usually  possible. 
Insect  problems  were  also  reduced  by  the  dry  weather. 


OCTOBER:  Temperatures  drifted  back  toward  normal  in  October,  but  the 
month  still  averaged  just  a  little  on  the  warm  side  at  most  North 
Carolina  weather  stations.  Fair  weather  typical  of  October  prevailed 
the  first  week,  but  heavy  cloudiness  set  in  over  the  Mountains  the 
second  week  and  over  the  entire  State  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
month.  Heavy  rains  fell  in  the  Mountains  the  9th  through  the  llth, 
causing  some  flash  flooding.  There  were  several  periods  of  substantial 
rains  beginning  the  15th,  with  some  especially  large  amounts  the  30th. 
Totals  for  the  month  were  near  normal  in  the  Coastal  Plain  and  above 
normal  elsewhere.  Late  season  harvest  operations  were  slowed  down  con- 
siderably by  the  inclement  October  weather. 


NOVEMBER.  Winter  began  early  with  snow  in  the  upper  Mountains  the 
4th  and  5th,  and  on  the  16th  and  24th.  A  few  flakes  were  seen  in  the 
Piedmont  with  the  first  snow,  and  in  the  Coastal  Plain  with  the  last. 
Temperature  changes  were  rapid,  with  freezing  weather  general  with 
each  of  the  snow  spells.  Between  times  the  mercury  climbed  well  up 
into  the  seventies  almost  daily  from  the  8th  to  the  15th,  and  around 
the  20th  and  30th;  a  few  highs  to  80  were  reported  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  Average  temperatures  were  near  or  a  little  below  normal.  Rain 
was  scant,  falling  in  scattered  mostly  small  daily  amounts  the  first 
five  days,  the  10th  through  the  15th,  and  around  the  20th;  totals  were 
generally  below  the  meager  November  normals.  Hail,  unusual  at  this 
time  of  year,  was  noted  on  two  separate  dates  at  widely  separated 
places. 


MAY:  Rainfall  was  deficient  in  all  general  areas  of  North  Carolina. 
The  longest  dry  spells  began  the  5th- -lasting  six  to  twelve  days--and 
the  I8th--lasting  five  to  seven  days.  In  a  few  places  the  two  spells 
merged  into  one,  making  nearly  three  weeks  without  rain.  A  cold  spell 
on  the  7th  caused  temperatures  below  the  freezing  point  in  the  Moun- 
tains, but  not  quite  cold  enough  to  cause  serious  damage  to  delicate 
vegetation  in  other  areas.  Weather  was  mild  to  rather  warm  the  rest  of 
the  month,  and  average  temperatures  over  the  whole  month  were  near 
normal.  Weather  was  predominantly  fair,  with  little  stormy  weather. 
Conditions  were  gooa  fur  outdoor  work,  and  planting  progiess  was 
normal. 


DECEMBER:  Dry  weather  that  began  after  November  20th  continued  through 
the  first  half  of  December,  with  an  unusual  amount  of  fair  and  windy 
weather  for  the  time  of  year.  Forest  fires  burned  thousands  of  acres 
during  this  period.  Weather  of  the  second  half  of  the  month  was  more 
winter-like.  Precipitation  fell  frequently,  and  the  month's  totals 
rose  to  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  normal.  There  was  snow  and  sleet 
during  the  final  week,  with  some  accumulations  in  most  areas.  Temper- 
atures rose  and  fell  often,  with  at  least  three  warm  and  three  cool 
spells.  Averages  for  the  month  were  a  degree  or  two  above  normal. 
Weather  of  the  first  half  of  December  was  favorable  for  farm  activity, 
but  the  latter  half  of  the  month  was  discouraging  to  outdoor  work.

L I VESTOCK- -REVI EW  OF  1970  SEASON 


Preliminary  estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  sales  of 
livestock  and  livestock  products  in  North  Carolina  during 
1970  amounted  to  $606, 252, 000--an  increase  of  2  percent 
over  the  $594,127,000  received  in  1969.  Cash  receipts 
from  broilers  accounted  for  26  percent  of  total  receipts 
for  livestock;  egg  production,  22  percent;  hog  production, 
19  percent;  and  dairy  products,  16  percent.  All  other 
products  accounted  for  17  percent. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
in  1970  comprised  about  40  percent  of  the  total  from  all 
farm  commodities  sold. 


hogs 


Hogs  onN.  C.  farms  on  December  1,  1970,  at  2,031,000, 
head  reached  a  record  high.  Numbers  were  50  percent 
greater  than  the  1,353,000  on  farms  ten  years  ago,  and  26 
percent  greater  than  the  1,612,000  on  December  1,  1969. 
Pigs  saved  during  1970  totaled  3,496,000,  up  19  percent 
from  the  2,933,000  last  year. 

Cash  receipts  from  1970  marketings  totaled  $129,  954,  000 . 
an  average  price  of  $22.40  per  hundred -we ight .  This  com- 
pared with  $115,887,000  received  in  1969  when  the  price 
averaged  $21.70.  Prices  received  in  1970  declined  rapidly 
after  mid-year;  however,  the  yearly  average  was  only  70 
cents  below  the  record  high  of  $23. 10  in  1966. 

Pork  consumed  on  farms  during  1970  was  7.8  percent  of 
the  total  produced,  compared  with  21.3  percent  consumed  in 
1960.  Value  of  production  totaled  $150,751,000  in  1970, 
or  148  percent  more  than  the  value  of  $60,748,000  in  I960. 
The  State  ranked  eleventh  in  the  Nation  in  pork  production 
in  1970. 


cattle  and  calves 


Cattle  and  calves  on  farms  in  N.  C.  on  January  1, 
1971  remained  about  the  same  as  the  1,081,000  a  year 
earlier.    The  total  has  exceeded  the  one  million  mark  for 
the  past  four  years. 

The  January  1,  197]  inventory  of  beef  cows  and 
heifers  that  have  calved  at  367,000,  numbered  2.000  more 
than  the  previous  January  l.  Milk  cows  and  heifers  that 
have  calved  decreased  4,000  head  to  185,000  on  January  1, 
1971.  Steers,  bulls,  and  heifers  weighing  500  pounds  and 
over  totaled  286,000  in  1971,  compared  with  290,000  in 
1970.  Stock  weighing  less  than  500  pounds  kept  on  farms 
January  1,   1971  increased  6,000  head  to  243,000. 

Calves  born  during  1970  numbered  488,000,  a  record 
high  for  the  State.  This  number  exceeds  the  462,000 
calves  born  in  1969  by  6  percent,  and  the  390,000  born  in 
1960  by  25  percent.  Mortality  of  cattle  and  calves 
averages  5.5  percent  of  total  on  farms. 

Cattle  and  calves  shipped  out  of  the  State  plus 
slaughter  in  the  State  accounts  for  around  36  percent  of 
the  disappearance  each  year.  Number  of  animals  slaughtered 
on  farms  has  decreased  in  the  past  five  years  to  around 
12,000  head  annually. 

Gross  income  from  cattle  and  calves  in  1970,  at 
$65,344,000,  ($61, 095, 000  cash  receipts  plus  $4,249,000 
value  home  consumption)  was  almost  double  the  income  in 
1960.  In  10  years  the  average  price  per  hundredweight  has 
increased  from  $16.60  to  $23.30  for  cattle  and  $24.40  to 
$35.20  for  calves. 


milk  production  and  disposition 


The  average  number  of  cows  milked  each  month  during 
1970,  at  187,000,  was  down  3,000  head  from  1969.  The 
monthly  average  just  10  years  ago  was  .270,000  head. 

Milk  produced  per  cow  in  1970  averaged  8,048  pounds 
or  41  percent  greater  than  10  years  ago.  While  the  milk 
output  per  cow  has  increased  sharply,  the  average  butter- 
fat  content  has  decreased  considerable.  Butterfat,  at. 
3.75  percent  in  1970  was  the  lowest  since  records  were 
started  in  the  State  in  1924;  however,  the  average  was 
well  above  the  national  figure  of  3.67  percent.  Milk  fed 
to  calves  decreased  to  37  pounds  per  calf  in  1970  or  half 
the  amount  in  i960.  Milk  used  on  farms  decreased  to  10 
percent  of  the  total  production  or  about  one-third  the 
amount  used  on  farms  a  decade  ago. 

In  1970,  a  record  90  percent  of  the  total  milk  pro- 
duction was  marketed  and  cash  receipts  brought  farmers 
$95,930,000.  This  was  50  percent  more  than  the  cash 
returns  10  years  ago. 


poultry 


Commercial  broiler  production  in  N.  C.  during  1970, 
at  307,377,000  birds,  increased  10  percent  over  the 
280,637,000  birds  produced  in  1969,  and  almost  doubled  the 
156,600,000  birds  produced  ten  years  ago. 

The  trend  toward  heavier  birds  produced  during  a 
shorter  growing  period  continued.  The  average  weight  per 
bird  at  time  of  slaughter  was  2.3  pounds  in  1934.  During 
1960,  the  average  weight  had  increased  to  3.3  pounds  and 
the  growing  period  averaged  nine  weeks  after  hatch.  At 
present,  the  average  is  3.7  pounds  per  bird  marketed  and 
the  time  required  is  about  eight  weeks  after  hatch. 

The  gross  income  from  broilers  during  1970  was 
$154,  672,  000, down  3  percent  from  the  $158,869,000  received 
during  1969.  N.  C  accounts  for  10  percent  of  the  broiler 
production  in  the  U.  S, 

Farm  chickens  raised  in  1970  totaled  15,860,000 
birds,  up  3  percent  from  the  15,398,000  raised  in  1969. 
The  11,973,000  birds  sold  during  1970  totaled  48  percent 
more  than  the  8,096,000  sold  in  1969.  Gross  income  from 
farm  production  during  1970  amounted  to  $9,329,000,  up 
$2,033,000  from  1969.  N.  C  ranks  fourth  in  the  nation 
in  farm  chickens  raised,  and  second  in  the  nation  in  gross 
income  from  farm  chicken  production. 

Egg  production  during  1970  totaled  nearly  3.7 
billion--a  record  high.  This  exceeded  the  3.4  billion 
eggs  produced  in  1969  by  8  percent.  The  State  ranked 
third  in  the  nation  in  egg  production.  The  number  of  eggs 
consumed  in  farm  household  was  the  lowest  of  record. 
During  1970,  only  2  percent  of  the  eggs  produced  were 
consumed  on  farms.  Ten  years  ago  11  percent  were  con- 
sumed, and  in  1924  almost  half  of  the  total  was  used  on 
farms  where  produced.  Gross  income  during  1970  from  egg 
production,  at  $132,156,000  ($129,564,000  cash  receipts 
plus  $2,592,000  value  home  consumption)  exceeded  income 
in  1969  by  $2, 483,000. 

Turkeys  on  N.  C.  farms  on  January  1,  1971,  at  743,000 
birds,  numbered  5  percent  more  than  the  710,000  on  farms 
January  1,  1970.  There  were  9,563,000  turkeys  produced 
during  1970.  This  exceeded  the  1969  production  by  155,000 
birds.  Gross  income  from  turkeys  during  1970,  at 
$38,051,000,  was  2  percent  more  than  the  $37,340,000 
received  in  1969.

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CLIMATIC  CHANGE    IN   NORTH  CAROLINA

Among  the  many  questions  directed  to  the  Climatologist' s  desk, 
we  find  one  recurring  most  often:  ''Is  the  climate  changing9'' 
This  question  must  have  occupied  the  mind  of  man  long  before  there 
were  weather  records,  or  instruments  with  which  to  measure  atmos- 
pheric conditions.  The  conclusion,  ''winters  just  aren't  what  they 
used  to  be,''  seems  to  be  one  easily  reached  on  the  basis  of  one's 
changing  outlook.  To  establish  the  facts,  however,  there  is  a  need 
for  examination  of  the  records.  For  a  period  of  about  a  century, 
actual  measurements  of  daily  weather  have  been  made  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  study.  Over  longer  periods  some 
conclusions  can  be  reached  based  on  the  effects  of  the  weather. 

TEMPERATURE  CONTROLS:  What  controls  the  temperature  of  the 
earth's  surface?  The  earth  is  heated  by  radiation  received  from 
the  sun,  and  is  cooled  by  radiation  back  to  space.  If  the  amount 
of  either  the  incoming  or  the  outgoing  radiation  were  changed  with- 
out a  corresponding  change  in  the  other,  there  would  be  a  change  in 
the  earth's  temperature.  A  change  could  be  caused  by  fluctuations 
in  the  heat  given  off  by  the  sun;  it  could  be  caused  by  variations 
in  the  amount  and  distribution  of  substances  in  the  atmosphere  or 
on  the  earth's  surface  which  control  the  amount  of  heat  received  at 
the  surface,  the  amount  absorbed  or  reflected  back  by  the  surface, 
and  the  amount  re-radiated  to  space. 

CLIMATIC  CHANGE  OVER  LONG  PERIODS.  It  is  generally  accepted 
that  over  the  periods  of  geological  history,  there  have  been  large 
and  significant  changes  of  climate  on  the  earth.  The  record  of  the 
glaciers  as  they  have  advanced  and  retreated  over  distances  of 
hundreds  of  miles  during  periods  of  a  few  thousand  years  is  perma- 
nent evidence  of  climatic  change.  Scientists  do  not  always  agree 
on  the  reason  for  these  changes,  but  they  do  agree  that  they  took 
place.  It  is  apparent  that  there  have  been  periods  when  the  whole 
earth's  surface  has  been  significantly  warmer  (and  colder)  than  it 
is  at  present. 

TEMPERATURE  TRENDS  OF  THE  PAST  CENTURY.  One  of  the  problems 
of  our  industrial  civilization  is  to  determine  whether  substances 
being  put  into  the  air  by  man's  activities- -air  pollution--may 
change  the  climate  of  the  earth  importantly,  perhaps  even  disas- 
trously. With  this  in  mind,  scientists  have  studied  the  changes  in 
the  average  annual  temperature  of  the  earth  during  the  relatively 
short  period  when  actual  measurements  have  been  made.  One  such 
study  by  J.  Murray  Mitchell  (l)  indicated  that  from  the  1800s  to 
the  1940s  the  average  temperature  of  the  whole  earth  rose  by  about 
three-fourths  of  a  degree,  F.  During  this  period  there  was  also  a 
measurable  increase  in  the  amount  of  carbon  dioxide  in  the  atmos- 
phere. Carbon  dioxide  is  one  of  the  variable  components  of  the 
atmosphere  which  may  be  increased  by  the  combustion  of  fuels;  it 
is  also  a  component  which  tends  to  ''blanket  in''  the  earth's  heat. 
These  facts  caused  concern  in  some  quarters  that  a  continued  in- 
crease in  carbon  dioxide  might  cause  a  serious  rise  in  the  earth' s 
temperature.  After  the  1940s,  however,  the  average  temperature  of 
the  earth  took  a  downward  turn,  while  man  continued  to  add  carbon 
dioxide  to  the  atmosphere.  This  leads  to  the  conclusion  that 
climatic  change  is  a  complex  matter,  not  easily  explained  by  a 
single  factor  such  as  variation  in  the  carbon  dioxide  content  of 
the  air. 

CLIMATIC  CHANGE  AFFECTING  LIMITED  AREAS.  While  the  average 
temperature  of  the  whole  earth  is  a  matter  of  general  interest, 
most  of  us  are  more  concerned  with  the  climate  of  our  own  parti- 
cular area,  which  may  or  may  not  be  changing  in  the  same  degree  or 
direction  as  that  of  the  whole  earth.  Differences  in  climate  from 
place  to  place  over  the  earth  may  also  change,  in  connection  with 
changes  in  the  circulation  of  the  atmosphere  over  the  earth.  It 
has  been  observed,  for  example,  that  during  the  1960s  winter 
weather  has  become  colder  over  the  eastern  United  States,  while 
winters  were  warmer  than  previously  in  the  western  part  of  the 
country.  Weather  scientists  have  connected  these  opposing  changes 
to  a  shift  in  the  average  position  of  the  jet  stream,  a  meandering 
river  of  rapidly-moving  air  high  above  the  earth.  The  average 
movement  of  air  in  the  jet  stream  is  from  west  to  east,  but  there 
are  serpentine  waves  taking  it  far  to  the  north  or  south  at  times. 
One  scientist  (2)  has  suggested  that  a  large  area  of  warming  in 
the  waters  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  may  be  responsible  for  setting  up 
a  wave  in  the  jet  stream  which  sends  warm  air  far  to  the  north  over 
the  western  United  States,  while  at  the  same  time  emphasizing  the 
southward  flow  of  cold  air  over  the  eastern  part  of  the  country 
(see  Figure  l).  This  is  only  one  of  several  theories  being  brought 
forth  to  explain  changes  in  the  climate  of  the  Nation. 

TEMPERATURE  TRENDS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA.  We  in  North  Carolina 
are  acutely  aware  that  noticeable  changes  have  taken  place  in  our 
weather  during  the  course  of  a  long  lifetime.  It  is  common  knowl- 
edge, backed  by  official  records,  that  snowy  winters  were  more  in 
evidence  in  the  1890s  and  1900s  than  they  were  in  the  1940s  and 
1950s.     In  Raleigh,   for  example,   there  was  nearly  three  times  as 


much  snow  in  the  period  1890  through  1899  as  there  was  in  the 
period  1940  through  1949.  In  recent  years,  however,  the  trend  has 
been  reversed;  there  was  almost  as  much  snow  in  the  1960s  as  in  the 
1890s. 

Weather  changes  have  important  implications  in  the  field  of 
agriculture.  A  semi -permanent  change  of  a  few  degrees  in  tempera- 
ture may  expand  or  reduce  the  area  where  certain  crops  may  be 
grown,  or  necessitate  the  breeding  of  new  varieties  to  meet  the 
changing  conditions.  Increasingly  severe  winters  may  reduce  cer- 
tain insect  pests,  necessitate  better  protection  for  livestock, 
and  increase  the  need  for  heating  fuel.  Cooler  summers  may  kill 
some  pests  and  allow  others  to  multiply;  reduce  the  need  for  shad- 
ing of  crops  and  livestock;  or  lower  the  evaporation  and  trans- 
piration rates,  thus  reducing  the  need  for  irrigation. 

Average  temperatures  computed  over  the  world,  over  an  area 
the  size  of  North  Carolina,  or  at  any  individual  location,  may  not 
be  entirely  comparable  from  one  decade  to  the  next.  In  particular, 
when  considering  an  area  average  such  as  that  for  North  Carolina, 
the  average  for  a  recent  period  is  very  likely  computed  from  a 
larger  number  of  stations  than  that  for  an  earlier  period.  As 
indicated  in  the  1969  issue  of  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Sta- 
tistics (3),  there  were  48  weather  stations  in  the  State  in  1890, 
and  260  stations  in  1940.  There  was  not  quite  that  large  a  dis- 
parity in  the  number  of  stations  used  in  computing  temperature 
averages;  it  is  estimated,  however,  that  nearly  twice  as  many 
stations  were  used  in  compiling  averages  for  the  1940s,  1950s  and 
1960s  as  for  the  1880s  and  1890s.  In  spite  of  these  differences, 
temperature  trends  over  North  Carolina  show  great  similarity  to 
those  over  the  earth  as  a  whole. 

It  is  not  oui  purpose  here  to  analyze  cause  and  effect  in 
connection  with  climatic  changes  over  North  Carolina,  nor  to  com- 
ment on  what  direction  the  trends  may  take  in  the  future.  Our 
purpose  is  only  to  present  the  North  Carolina  figures  in  the 
simplest  form,  and  to  point  out  the  similarity  of  the  indicated 
trends  here  to  those  for  the  whole  globe. 

As  a  basis  for  comparison  we  quote  the  following  from  the 
1970  report  of  the  Presidential  Council  on  Environmental  Quality 
(4):  ''Beginning  in  about  1890,  this  average  temperature  (at  the 
earth's  surface)  began  an  irregular  climb.  By  1940  it  was  1.1°F 
higher  than  it  had  been  during  the  decade  from  1880  to  1890.  But 
in  the  30  years  from  1940  to  1970,  the  average  temperature  has 
fallen  about  0. 5°F. ' ' 

Note  in  Figure  2  on  Page  71  that  the  early  cold  period 
includes  the  decade  1900-1909;  that  this  was,  in  fact,  very  slightly 
colder  than  the  previous  decade.  Subsequent  decades  warmed  steadily 
through  the  1930s,  the  decade  of  the  '30s  being  1.4°F  warmer  than 
the  1900-1909  period,  and  1.0°F  warmer  than  the  1880s.  From  this 
high  average  of  the  1930s  the  following  two  decades  cooled  slightly, 
the  1940s  by  0.4°F  and  the  1950s  by  an  additional  0.1°F.  There  was 
then  a  spectacular  fall  in  the  1960s  to  the  lowest  average  of  the 
entire  nine  decades;  the  average  temperature  in  North  Carolina  dur- 
ing the  1960s  was  two  full  degrees  colder  than  that  of  the  warmest 
decade,  the  1930s,  and  0.6°F  colder  than  the  previous  coldest  dec- 
ade, the  1900s. 

Some  check  against  the  inadequanc ies  of  area  averaging  was  be- 
lieved advisable;  hence  single-station  averages  have  been  computed 
by  decades  and  plotted  in  broken  lines  on  Figure  2  for  comparison 
with  the  statewide  averages.  Since  no  one  station  had  a  history 
of  uniform  exposure  during  the  entire  nine  decades,  two  stations 
were  selected,  overlapping  in  the  1900s  when  both  had  reasonably 
satisfactory  records.  Note  the  similarity  of  the  decade-to-decade 
trends,  those  of  the  single-station  records  showing  close  agreement 
with  the  statewide  averages  in  all  but  the  earliest  records. 

Temperatures  trends  for  North  Carolina  as  shown  in  Figure  2 
appear  comparable  in  direction  with  the  world-wide  trends  reported 
by  the  Presidential  Council  (4),  but  with  even  greater  cooling  in 
North  Carolina  in  the  1960s.
